Note: They are blooming var- 
ieties, not blooming size—1"’ in circumfer- 
ence is less than 1/3" in diameter. Bublets 
iake 2 years to bloom.

RANUNCULUS 
A well-bred relative of the common Buttercup. Our Ranunculus will produce a 
number of large, full, double blooms of brilliant colors and delicate texture. 
Ranunculus requires more care and cultivation than Dutch Iris, but they have the 
great virtue of producing a comparatively large plant from a very small bulb 
and of producing a profusion of lovely blooms over a long period of time. 


ANEMONES 
A bloom similar in size and texture to Ranunculus, and care is also similar. The 
colors are slightly different from Ranunculus but blend well with them and for 
that reason the two are frequently planted together. We have both the double 
(St. Brigid) and the single (De Caen) Anemones, but it should be remembered 
that even the double Anemones will actually produce double flowers only if 
given proper care.

CALADIUM BULBS 


Caladiums are the most colorful plant that we know. They are very fast growing 
and produce a big ‘‘show’’. During June, July, and August, when it is too hot for 
most other plants, their brilliant foliage will brighten any drab spot in your 
garden. 


To do their best Caladiums should be planted in very rich, loose soil containing a 
good deal of humus. They require good drainage but like to be watered fre- 
quently and liberally. They may be planted in sun or shade but the foliage will 
be larger and brighter colored if they are planted in the shade. 


lt is our opinion that Caladiums are most effective if used in mass and if the 
number of varieties used is kept small. We think that the most attractive plantings 
consist of not more than three different varieties. However, we have found from 
experience that most of our customers prefer a wider assortment.
